Irvin was slain last Dec. 28. He 
was found beaten and 
shot 
to 
death in his expensive autom o­ 
bile in front 
of 
a 
Hollywood 
apartm ent building. 
Police 
be­ 
lieved he was slain by rival book­ 
makers. 
Irvin was a resident of Moron- 
go valley, where he owned an 
inn. 
He had driven from 
the 
valley to Hollywood the night he 
was killed. 
Ex-Convicts Held

ex-convict 
who

years in San Quentin prison for 
the $5,000 robbery of the Chinese 
Theatre in Hollywood in 1929 and 
the wounding of Detective Hugh 
Farley, theatre collector. 
N athan Blank, 28, an ex-con­ 
vict. 
A1 Selvaggi, 31, dealer on a 
gambling barge. 
Selvaggi’s wife, Mrs. 
Barbara 
Selvaggi, 21, held as a m aterial 
witness. 
Ted Lewin, 45, described as a 
"police character.”

Capt. D. R. Patton of the police 
homicide bureau said the arrests 
followed a tip 
received

weeks ago that a St. Louis gang 
had "moved in” on Los Angeles 
and killed Irvin. W te r 
Patton 
received another tip 
that 
the 
gttr.% bad taken alarm over the 
reopened lhvestigation and 
was 
about to leave the city, the a r­ 
rests w ere made. 
The four men 
w ere booked on suspicion of m u r­ 
der. 
Although Irvin was believed by 
police to have amassed a fortune 
in 
gam bling 
and bookmaking 
ventures, his estate, w hich is be­ 
ing probated in the San B ernar­ 
dino court, showed assets of only 
$4,000. 
His sister, Mrs. Johnnie 
Downs of Long Beach, is exec­ 
utrix of the estate. 
In June, 1936, Irvin was 
a r­ 
rested 
w hen 
sheriff’s deputies 
raided his 
in Morongo valley 
and confiscated ‘ gambling equip­ 
m ent valued at $5,000. 
The raid 
was m ade on the opening night. 
Officers said the place 
was 
to 
have catered exclusively to Palm 
Springs clients.

PALM SPRINGS SECOND 
CITY IN COUNTY IN 
ASSESSED VALUATION 


N orthern lace of Mt. San Jacinto as 
seen from W hitew ater Junction. H ere 
it is the most precipitous m ountain in 
A m erica, rising more than two miles 
alm ost perpendicularly from its base 
at this point. 
Eastern slope of Mt. San Jacinto as seen 
from the desert near Palm Springs. 


To the w est of Palm Springs 
rises m ajestic M ount San Jacinto 
w earing a crown of snow for a 
great part of the year, its preci­ 
pitous north side defying 
even 
the skilled m ountain clim ber to 
try to ascend to its lofty 
peak, 
which tow ers two miles into the 
sky above the floor of the valley 
below. 
This massive 
pyram id­ 
like m ountain is said by travelers 
to be one of the most beautiful 
in the entire world. 
An easy ascent can be made to 
the peak from the south 
side, 
w here hundreds of people 
each 
sum m er follow the trail from the 
m ountain resorts to the rocky 10,­ 
800 foot em inence and register in 
the book left there by the gov­ 
ernm ent as a perm anent record 
of th e hardy ones who m ake the 
trip; but from the north the a l­ 
most perpendicular walls 
have 
challenged 
-mountain 
clim bers 
from all over the West. 
Only | 
tw o men, and they very 
expe­ 
rienced m ountain clim bers using 
strong ropes and other equipm ent 
have ever scaled the north side. 
Paradoxically a 12-year-old Boy 
Scout, lost on the peak several 
years ago, managed to descend 
the north side, a feat never ac­ 
complished before, or since. 
A m agnificent panoram a ’ u n ­ 
folds before the eyes of 
those 
who reach the sum m it of 
Mt. 
San Jacinto. 
To the east 
lies 
the Colorado desert, 
brilliantly

colored at certain hours of 
the 
day, and dotted with the largest 
date gardens in the w orld; 
the 
Saltón Sea, 280 feet below sea 
level; and on 
clear 
days 
the 
Chocolate m ountains northeast of 
Im perial Valley. 
Nestled against 
the foot of 
the m ountains 
is 
America's most famous desert re ­ 
sort, Palm Springs. To the north 
is the highest m ountain in South­ 
ern California, snow -tipped San 
Gorgonio peak, 11,485 feet high, 


and other peaks in the San B er­ 
nardino range. 
Between the two 
ranges is the San Gorgonio Pass 
with B anning and Beaum ont with 
their many orchards m aking 
a 
huge checker board. 
To the west 
on clear days can be seen 
the 
Pacific coast line and 
Catalina 
Island: fertile farm lands and cit­ 
rus orchards. 
Directly south are 
the vast forests of pine and oak 
which shelter such famous 
re­ 
sorts as Idyllw ild, where South­ 
ern C alifornians enjoy healthful 
recreation sum m er and 
winter. 
Stream s of the purest and best 
w ater to be found anyw here rush 
noisily down its sides to 
bring 
needed m oisture to the valleys 
and cities below. 
Andreas 
and 
Tahquitz creek tum ble over huge 
boulders in th eir dow nw ard jour­ 
ney to bring cold w ater to 
the 
Palm Springs area, while Snow 
creek thunders over tall cliffs as 
it liastei s down th e almost per­ 
pendicular 
north 
face 
of 
the 
m ountain ti be caught and car 
ried to Palm Springs to augment 
the w ater supply of this famous 
w inter resort. 
The view of San Jacinto from 
Palm Springs has inspired many 
artists to return again and again 
to 
try 
to 
capture 
with 
their 
brushes the changing coloring of 
this beautiful peak — the palest 
blue on days when 
there 
has 
been a fog along the coast, green, 
grey and m auve, according to a t­ 
mospheric conditions.

By The State Legislature? 


COUNSELORS OF YOUTH 
California played host to 15,000 of the most 
important people in the nation when that many 
teachers from every part of the country convened 
in San Francisco, July 2 to 6, for the 77th annual 
convention of the National Education Association. 
Counselors of the youth that will guide the 
affairs of tomorrow’s America and shape the poli­ 
cies of government and industry, teachers have 
always borne large responsibilities. But in a 
world where the democratic way of life faces the 
relentless challenge of the totalitarian, their re­ 
sponsibilities have become incalculably greater. 
It is not surprising, therefore, to learn that teach­ 
ers are devoting the major share of attention at 
this convention to appraising their responsibilities 
anew, treating the vital issue of tolerance through 
education, inquiring into the structure of demo­ 
cratic and totalitarian nations, and putting em­ 
phasis on the need of fact-hunting, as opposed to 
witch-hunting, at a time when ideologies seek to 
becloud the truth with falsehood and stir up hate 
against class, race, or religion. 


LOOKING BACKWARD 
California’s 1939 Legislature, completing the 
longest session in California’s history and ad­ 
journing at the close of what was probably the 
longest legislative day, has written finis to a most 
hectic session. 
From the taxpayers’ point of view, much of 
the work of the Legislature deserves commenda­ 
tion. According to the best estimates available 
at this writing, the controllable departmental ex­ 
penditures of the state for the two years 1939­ 
1941 were reduced some 13.9 per cent below bud­ 
get requests, or a reduction of $12,801,115 from 
a controllable budget request of 92,010,009. For 
this we should thank Senator John Phillips. 
The action of the Legislature in limiting the 
relief request to $35,000,000 provides financing 
of the S. R. A. during a period of time sufficient 
for comprehensive study of this problem and re­ 
port by the State Reemployment Commission. 
Refusal of passage of new tax laws (with the 
exception of the gift tax) is the Legislature’s proc­ 
lamation to Californians and to the world that the 
state government will not burden its people with 
new taxes—but will finance itself from the sources 
of revenue already in effect in the state. 


THE VOTING AGE 
Judge Ben Lindsey has suggested that the 
oting age be eighteen instead of twenty-one. The 
eason he gives is that the young folks of today 
re more intelligent at that age than their fore- 
athers were. 
In the language of today’s youngsters of 
ighteen, the Judge has something there. A mod- 
rn college boy knows a lot of things that his par- 
nts did not know at his age. 
Even at the mature age of twenty-one, his 
•arents never once thought of swallowing gold­ 
ish alive with their fins and scales on. It took a 
nodern boy to think up that one. 
I Ms father danced the fox trot and the one- 
itep, but it took the modern boy and girl to think 
>f jitterbug dancing, which is certainly an evi- 
lence of a far different type of intelligence from 
hat which went from his father’s brain down his 
ipine to his dancing feet. 
It took the modern boy to think of wearing 
i slack suit in the summer with his shirt tail out­ 
side of his pants. His father would have been 
lighly embarrassed at being caught in such a 
iredicament. 
It took modern youth to invent the modern 
day suit of a shirt and shorts so very short, and 
so very much alike, that it is impossible to distin­ 
guish one sex from the other without listening to 
bear one of them squeal. 
On the other hand, look at some of the peo­ 
ple we folks over twenty-one have elected to pub­ 
lic office! That is evidence that we oldsters do 
not know too much about what we are doing. 
And remember that when the next war 
-omes, it will be these same jitterbugging, gold­ 
fish swallowing, shirt-tail-out boys who will be 
fighting for us! Shouldn’t they have the right to 
dect to public office the men who will vote on 
whether or not we fight the war!—Roe Fulkerson 
n the Kiwanis Magazine.

Ten days ago the 53rd session 
of the California Legislature ad­ 
journed sine die and we can be­ 
gin to think about it in retrospect 
and try to make some analysis of 
the results. What we think of 
these results depends a little on 
the angle from which we view 
them. A few days ago a very 
prominent Californian said over 
the radio that the session was 
“futile" and that it had accom­ 
plished nothing; while the same 
morning I read in the paper a 
syndicated article by an equally 
prominent citizen who said it had 
been one of the most constructive 
sessions in the history of the 
¡state. 
I The fact lies somewhere be- 


I tween these two statements. We 
; went to Sacramento realizing that 


j an election had given us new 
leaders, and we were quite will­ 
' ing to support them in any rea- 
í sonable program. We found there 
I was no program in certain of the 
¡most important subjects, a condi- 
ion which was brought about, or 
¡certainly aggravated, by the ill- 
l ness of the new governor. Into 
) the picture moved a number of 
“spokesmen” for the administra­ 
tion, many of them self-appoint­ 
ed. Confusion existed among the 
members of the majority party, 
and still exists in Sacramento. 
We are hopeful that this may 
eventually be ironed out. 
Yet, while newspapers natural­ 
ly pick out the most contraver- 
sial items to talk about, we did 
accomplish some very construc­ 
tive things. In agriculture the 
new laws are for the protection 
and support of the producer; in 
¡education, what changes were 


i made are broadening and con­ 
structive. Advances were made 
! in laws having to do with water 


j and with power, although this 
’subject brought about the hard­ 
est fight of the session, over what 
was spoken of as the “Central 
Valley Bill,” but which actually 
differed from the basic principles 
of that legislation. It was signi­ 
ficant that the men in the Legis­ 
lature whose efforts in previous 
years had created the Central 
Valley Water Project, and who 
came from the areas involved, 
fought the administration on the 
new program. It is even more 
significant that the Central Val­ 
ley Committee, which was organ­ 
ized to promote this development, 
and which paid the expenses of 
Senator John McColl (looked 
upon as the one responsible for 
1 the support of the Federal Gov- 
Í eminent) was actively against the 
j 1939 bill. 
It was feared by those who 
'have lived this project from the 
inception of the idea, that the 
! new bill would change it from a 
j water project to a power project. 
, It was also felt that the people 
1 voted to obligate the state to 170 
¡ millions of dollars, not to 340 
¡millions and that if this figure 
j was to be doubled the people 
¡ again should have some voice in 
| the decision. 
I The resulting danger of pro­ 
! motional developments should be 


i guarded against. In the same 
I way, having defeated the Garri- 
: son Revenue Bond Act in two 
I elections, it was hardly cricket to 
¡ push the act in the back door, un- 
| dcr another name, without the 
! vote of the people, no matter how 
many Legislators, myself includ- 
¡ ed, feel that revenue bonds are 
¡as safe or safer than general in- 
1 debtedness bonds. 
The budget fight was interest­ 
! ing but less controversial than 
¡ perhaps the people generally 
think. The administration made 
¡ the initial mistake of calling it 
] “the perfect budget" and refus­ 
ing even to discuss changes or 
economies. There is no such thing 
as a “perfect budget"—any more 
than the individual citizen can 
make out a budget in December, 
; for the entire coming year, and 
I figure it to the dollar, unchanged, 
i Compare the family budget then 
with the state budget, which is a 
book, printed in very small type, 
of some 759 pages, and which is 
made up, in this case, in the sum­ 
mer and fall of 1938, to estimate 
the expenses of the TWO years 
beginning July 1st, 1939, and end­ 
ing June 30th, 1941. 
One item alone will do for an 
example, for one agricultural ex­ 
pense was estimated in Septem­ 
ber, 1938, as needing over a 
million dollars, yet by the time 
the budget came to a vote eight 
months later, it was known that 
about two-thirds of that amount 
would be enough. 
The budget asked for $629,000,­ 
000, but the money from the Fed­ 
eral government is usually ex­ 
cluded, so the figure commonly 
talked of is $557,163,355. This 
is 110 millions higher than the 
budget request submitted two 
years ago, and about 30 millions 
higher than the actual expenses 
of the biennium just ending, 
without considering any special 
appropriations or relief increases 
for this coming two years. 
The legislature faced the facts 


that governmental costs are ris­ 
ing more rapidly than the people 
can pay them; tnat the per cap­ 
ita tax in California is the high­ 
est in the United States (with the 
exception of Delaware, which 
has only 4% of California’s popu­ 
lation and about the same pro­ 
portion of taxes) and that the in­ 
come for the next two years will 
be materially less than the bud­ 
get demands unless business 
picks up materially. 
In spite of this the legislature 
cut only $12,801,115 from the 
budget (about 2'i% ) excluding 
the relief appropriation, which is 
still unsettled. To talk of our 
having “cut the budet” is wrong, 
we merely cut a few of the re­ 
quests for increases, leaving a 
budget still bigger than the tax­ 
payers should be asked to pay. 
The legislation having to do 
with the support of the state in­ 
stitutions and the plans for car­ 
ing for the mentally and physi­ 
cally ill, were definite advances 
over previous years. We turned 
down some labor legislation as 
being too "radical” but we pass­ 
ed many labor bills and we made 
| a very constructive step towards 
¡ arbitration and mediation of la­ 
bor disputes. 
The most important matter of 
all in the opinions of many of us 
is still unsettled, and discussion 
has been transferred to a special 
session after the first of the year. 
This is the problem of relief, not 
only the amount to be spent but 
the administration of relief and 
the regulations which shall be 
attached to it. Many people have 
the impression that the contro­ 
versy was over the amount of 
the appropriation. Actually the 
discussion was over a program 
for spending the money, none 
having been given us yet. and 
over the great duplication of ef­ 
fort and administration between 
the agencies which have to do 
with it. Every group, and every 
committee, and every agenoy 
which has investigated, has re­ 
ported that there should be a re­ 
organization, and that duplication 
should be ended, and that the 
professionalism of relief should 
be avoided. This is the most im­ 
portant problem in the state to­ 
day; it is the unfinished problem 
of the Legislature just ended, but 
there must be aroused an inter­ 
ested public understanding before 
it can be solved. This is what 
we look forward to, as we come 
home now.

TAX ORDINANCE 
Thursday Morning. July 6. at 
an adjourned meeting, the city 
council passed an ordinance fix­ 
ing the amount of money neces­ 
sary to be raised by taxation on 
real property for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1939. The 
amount were as follows: $7,652 
for the general fund to carry on 
the affairs of the city and $2000 
for the maintenance of the citv 
library.

First Concrete 
Placed in Last 
Aqueduct Link 
Rapid progress is being made 
on the construction of the re­ 
maining section of the Casa Loma 
siphon of the Metropolitan Wa­ 
ter District's aqueduct from the 
Colorado river to the 13 cities of 
the district. This section is 752 
feet long and connects the West 
Portal of the San Jacinto tunnel 
with that part of the siphon al­ 
ready finished, and is the last 
link to be completed in the 242- 
mile main aqueduct. 
The placing of reinforcing steel 
and inside forms for the siphon 
barrel, which has an inside dia­ 
meter of 12 ft. 4 in., was started 
on June 13 and the placing of 
concrete was started during the 
week ending June 24. Approxi­ 
mately 50 men are working on 
this job, which is being built un­ 
der the supervision of General 
Superintendent B. C. “Mike” 
Lead better. 
Good progress is being made 
on grouting operations and gen­ 
eral clean-up work in the San 
Jacinto tunnel, the concrete lin­ 


ing of which was completed on 
May 29. During the week ending 
June 17. clean-up work was be­ 
ing carried on in the section be­ 
tween Cabazon shaft and Law­ 
rence adit, 5,500 feet of tunnel 
having been made ready to carry 
water during that week.

MT. SAN JACINTO 
PARK PICTURESQUE 


Providing one of the most pic­ 
turesque camping areas in S outh­ 
ern California, Mt. San Jacinto 
state park of 12,687 acres above 
Idyllw ild is bound to attract w ide 
interest during the sum m er vaca­ 
tion months. 
Mt. San Jacinto park was dedi­ 
cated June 19, 1937, at a cere­ 
mony held at the adm inistration 
grounds and buildings. 
A. 
E. 
Bottel, form er Riverside county 
agricultural commissioner, w a s 
among those initiating the 
p ro ­ 
gram for a park area in 1920, and 
in 1928 the San Jacinto M ountain 
State Park association, was form ­ 
ed. 
The state park, which is locat­ 
ed 
entirely 
w ithin 
Riverside 
county, is unique in that no au to ­ 
mobile roads ever will be allow ­ 
ed to destroy its beauty. 
It is 
dedicated forever to enjoym ent 
by the public on foot, on horse­ 
back and by pack train 
over 
w ell-built trails. A standard sad ­ 
dle trail has been 
built 
from 
Idyllw ild to San Jacinto m oun­ 
tain peak, elevation 10,805 feet. 
There is another link 
betw een 
Palm Springs and Long Valley, 
near the summit. 
San Jacinto peak is reached on 
a com paratively easy saddle trip, 
with m any parties camping for 
the night at its base and retu rn ­ 
ing the second day to Idyllwild. 
The rocky sum m it is the crow n­ 
ing feature of the park. 
The trail leads up Straw berry 
canyon w here dogwood and rare 
yellow lilies bloom 
in season. 
N ext it goes through rugged Tah- 
quitz ppak which is said to figure 
in many Indian legends, pia pine 
and fir-clad Round valley, 
and 
past the m irror-like Hidden lake. 
O ther trails are shorter. 
W ithin 
the 
park 
are 
other 
peaks, notably M arion mountains, 
9000 feet; Jean peak, 10,000; Cor­ 
nel peak and a peak of 9500 feet 
elevation named in 1936 in honor 
of the late Frank A. M iller of the 
Mission Inn of Riverside. 
The park is also the source of 
num erous sylvan stream s, includ­ 
ing 
Willow, 
Tahquitz, 
Snow 
creeks 
and 
Straw berry 
creek. 
Stone creek and N orth fork. 
The Mt. San Jacinto park pro­ 
posal was given state-w ide prom ­ 
inence in 1928 w hen Gov. C. C. 
Young appointed the first state 
park commission. 
At th at tim e there w ere but 
five parks—-Redwood in 
Santa 
Cruz county, 9380 acres; Bidwell 
in Butte, 100; Burney Falls 
in 
Shasta, 
335; 
Mount 
Diablo 
in 
C ontra Costa, 639, and Humboldt 
in Hum boldt county, 3169.
